Best-known Orange Ranch of Covin* 
Valley Is sold by George W. Orlffltaa 
to J. S. Kins—Consideration in trade 
Is $90,000 for Thirty acres—Griffiths 
Goes to Supervise Venice Property 


"Roselands Ranch," of thirty.acres 
'of Valencia orange trees nine-year-old, 
situated on Lark Ellen street and Ar 
royo Drive, and owned by George W. 
Griffiths, Jr., has been sold this week 
for trade and cash to J. S. Kuns, owner 
of Los Angeles city and Venice beach 
property, who formerly owned the Mis 
sion ranch at the corner of Citrus and 
Cypress avenues, now owned by W. Q. 
Custer and W. P. Watts. 
The basis of 
consideration was $90,000, or $3,000 per 
acre. 


The principal properties taken by Mr 
Griffiths in the trade are tho 
Altair 
canal properties at Venice, and the big 
Venice apartment house known as the 
Merrimac. 
The deal was consummated 
by E. C. Pollaed and C. E. Griffiths of 
Los Angeles, the latter being a brother 
of Mr. Griffiths. 
Mr. Kuns will in 
stall a capable superintendent on the 
ranch. 


Air. Griffiths has already taken pos­ 
session of the Venice-property, and will 
move at once to 
the 
administration 
apartments on the Altair canal., The 
property is on n small island made by 
the building of canals, 
and 
contains 
thirty-four individual bungalows, with 
i community laundry, community sew- 
ng room, etc. 
Each bungalow bears 
the name of a state of the union. 
The 
island comprises about two acres, and 
is named United States island. 
All the 
bungalows are occupied practically the 
year around by permanent renters, al­ 
though it was. originally planned as a 
community for transients. 


The Merimae hotel is one containing 
six apartmentB and fifteen rooms;with. 


'^FAMOUS ROSELANDS 
"RosetandS R a n c h " has been one of 
the show-places of Southern California 
for anumber of years, owing to the 
truly magnificent rose-hecjge that 
en­ 
velops two sides. 
Each year in the lat­ 
ter part of April and the first weeks of 
May the tourists from Los Angeles and 
Pasadena have driven to this ranch to 
see the hedge in bloom. 
It is one of 
the places of interest suggested daily 
during this period by the hotel manage­ 
ments. 
Hundred have already visited 
it this year. 
There are about two acres 
of ground devoted to sub-tropical plants 
and rare fruit trees, With a bungalow 
residence in the center. 


The ranch was planted out nine.years 
ago by Mr. Griffiths, at a time when 
that portion of the valley was largely 
cngagod in potato farming. 
It is said 
to be one of the most 
scientifically- 
planted groves in relation to tree selec­ 
tion and their care to be found In the 
valley. 
Mr. Griffiths is one of a fam­ 
ily that pionoored in the Covina valley 
in the early days of the grain-raising 
business, and has been 
identified 
for 
many years with the business of Covina 
city and valley. 
While he will move at 
once to Venice, be says that he has no 
idea of losing sight of Covina, and will 
undoubtedly invest in orange property 
at a later date.

RANCHERS AND GARDENERS ARE 
WARNED OF MILLIONS OF APHIS 


COVINA IRRIGATING COMPANY 
IS MAKING CHANGES 


At a meeting of the Covina Irrigat­ 
ing Company this week, the board of 
directors appointed Glenn Harnish as 
superintendent and zanjero in what is 
known as the upper district, to take 
the place of R. W. Bowman, who re­ 
signed to take a position with the city 
of Covina. 
Mr. Harnish's place as zan­ 
jero in the lower district is taken by 
Clinton Hutchison. 


The. company is engaged, in laying 
4,000 feet of eighteen-inch pipe on Glen- 
dora avenue in the upper district, for 
the purpose of better service to the ran­ 
chers of the Charter Oak district along 
what is known as the San Jose line. 


Another 
large 
improvement 
which 
has been Started by the company is the 
complete rebuilding of the 
plant 
at 
the Lordsburg wells. 
A new compress­ 
or pump and electric motor system will 
be installed, and everything in connec­ 
tion with the plant thoroughly modern­ 
ised. 
The old machinery will be con­ 
signed to the junk-heap. 


What is practically the first serious 
attack of aphis, or plant lice, on orange 
trees, has been discovered locally this 
week, through investigations by Horti­ 
cultural Inspectors S. L. Spencer and 
James R. Hodges, who reported that 
there were a- number of young orchards 
where the aphis has covered the 
trees 
until they are black. 
The trees are 
being sapped of circulation by the mil­ 
lions of plant-lice. 


Reports of the damage comes from all 
points around Covina, and is spoken of 
particularly as being on the youngest 
growth of the older trees, and on tho 
ontire growth oj? young trees. 
Several 
ranchers whose trees were the worst 
infested became very anxious and com­ 
municated with Horticultural Commis­ 
sioner Wood at Los Angeles, but he had 
received reports from several parts of 
the county, and was ready immediately 
with the remedy. 
Never, in the history 
of the industry in Covina has there 
been such an infestation of orange trees 
by plant-lice. 


While the damage is peculiar on the 
orange trees, it is also communicated to 
all garden tTuck, which is the ordinary 
prey of the aphis. 
Anyone who has 
tomato plants, or beans, or cabbage, or 
in fact, any of the succulent growing 
plants, will undoubtedly find on investi­ 
gation that the plants are either cover­ 
ed with the soft, green aphis, or that 
the green aphis has gone through its 
transformation to 
a 
minute, 
white- 
winged-fly. 
The slug aphis is the one 
that sucks the sap of the leaf, leaving 
the leaf yellow and mottled. 
The aphis 
when in the fly stage lays more eggs on 
the leaves. 
Garden stuff will suffer ser­ 
iously unless the proper remedies are ap­ 
plied.

The unprecedented number of aphis-is 
due undoubtedly to two reasons this 
year—the long, dTy period, followed hf 
over two weeks of steady, foggy wea­ 
ther, with cool temperatures. 
If 
tho 
weather turns out hot and 
clear, 
the 
aphis will largely disappear, but in tho 
meantime they may do a great amount 
of damage. 


People working in gardens are cau­ 
tioned not to destroy the crimson lady- 
bugs, known as Cardinalis, as 
theso 
bugs are at work as a natural parasite 
on the eggs of the aphis. 
In some gar­ 
dens, because of the prevalence of tho 
aphis, there are already 
innumerable 
cardinalis at 
work. .Care 
should 
bo 
taken not to destroy them. 


Horticultural 
Commissioner 
Wood 
sent the following statement to the Ar­ 
gus yesterday: 


' Many complaints from growers ^aro 
coming into this office about the severe 
infestations of green aphis, or plant 
lice, on tho tender growth of citrus, 
trees, and all want to know what can be' 
done to destroy them. 


Ordinarily these insects are not con­ 
sidered a pest of any importance, art 
many parasites coontrol them effectual­ 
ly, but for some unaccountable reason 
the parasites have failed to put in an 
appearance as yet, and the aphis have . 
become alarmingly destructive, espec­ 
ially in young groves. 


In all cases where the aphis are bad, 
I would recommend the following treat- - 
ment,, Spray thoroughly with-

Lieut. Kirk Crosses 
*; 
No Man's Land 


Lieutenant Theo T. Kirk, husband of 
a Covina girl who was formerly Miss 
May Hull, daughter of Mr. aifdilrs. E. 
P. Hull, has written a letter, which has 
reached Covina, in which he" describes 
a raid which he led into no-man's land, 
when his troops destroyed a portion of 
the German tronches after the Germans 
had evacuated them under heavy artil­ 
lery fire. 


The. lieutenant is with F company, 
second battalion, 117th regular 
army 
engineers, which was attached to the 
forty-second division, and which went 
across to France soon after the United 
States declared war. The incident of 
which ho speaks was where he took 85 
picked men and made a rush across the 
space between tho trenches under fire, 
and destroyed the trenches, 
together 
with all the dug-outs and the electric 
wiring. This is a job that falls to the 
engineering corps, following the forcing 
out of the enemy from trenches. 


He also speaks of building a barbed- 
wire 
entanglement, 
95 yards by 
10 
yards, while the Huns poured artillery 
fire into the spot in an attempt to make 
tho Americans quit. 


A characteristic' American remark is 
made by the lieutenant about this ad­ 
venture, as he says that he "enjoyed 
every minute of i t , " and that the mon 
worked under intenso excitement, show­ 
ing weariness only after they had re­ 
turned to their own trenches. 


The floutenant's wife is now in Kan­ 
sas, 
where she is visiting with rela­ 
tives.

SCARCITY OF LABOR 
CONFRONTS RANCHERS 


(By J. L. Matthew*.) 


If this is no time to borrow trouble, 
neither is it the time to dodge the re- 
sponfiibilitiy of preparing for the future. 
It is with the earnest hope that one 
may not be classed as a dealer in trou­ 
ble that the thought is expressed here 
concerning the labor situation during 
the coining summer, fall and winter. 
That the labor situation in the citrus 
industry is unsatisfactory at the present 
time is true, and it conies to me strong­ 
ly that it is not going to improve, but 
is to be made more difficult of solution. 


Fumigators in the citrus groVes dur­ 
ing the last season complained almost 
universally that good men could not be 
obtained in the quantity needed—that 
generators changed about and quit their 
jobs with alarming frequency, while the 
lesser skilled labor in fumigation was 
unsatisfactory in proportion. 
This rest­ 
lessness and scarcity of labor came be­ 
cause of men going to war and men go­ 
ing to jobs that attracted with higher 
wages. 
To be without skilled fumiga­ 
tors in the fumigating season may well 
be looked upon ns a calamity. 


First, I believe that the fumigating 
business is one of the most vitally im­ 
portant connected with the industry, for 
without good fumigation 
(99 1-2 per­ 
cent kill) the crop will not normally be 
forthcoming. 
With half a crop, or with 
almost a total failure of crop, the buy­ 
ing capacity of Southern California will 
be materially lessened, and this means 
fewer Liberty bonds, fewer Bed Cross 
donations, and fewer dollars for all the 
war activities. 


Thus, in the question of good labor 
we find something in Southern Califor­ 
nia thai immediately affects the fight­ 
ing efficiency of our armies in Europe, 
and that which effects their efficiency 
reflects immediately 
upon 
the 
whole 
structure of our civilization. 
It is upon 
such claim8 of events hang the tremen­ 
dous things of modern times, or for that 
matter, of any times. 


There should be, I believe, a school of 
instruction of some kind this summer, 
that might be carried on under 
the 
direction of both practical 
fumigators 
and men from the experimental station, 
•who could prepare a small army of gen­ 
erators for the coming season. 
This 
need not be a necessarily bard on long 
course, but is of' most vital importance". 
The work of a poor, untrained man in 
one night will ruin perhaps half of one 
man's crop, while the work of trained 
men will in a season of fumigating, in­ 
sure the coming to maturity of a normal 
crop or better. 
Inasmuch as we have 
the trained men of the experiment sta­ 
tion on salary and willing to help prac­ 
tically, and that also the practical fumi­ 
gating contractors will have time to at­ 
tend to such a course of schooling in the 
summer, it is, I believe, not out of the 
way that this matter be seriously taken 
up. 
Good labor is going to be scarce. 


I t is quite within the realms of possi­ 
bility that by the time another fumi­ 
gating season reaches us, it will be nec­ 
essary for the owner of the ranch to do 
his own generating in his orchard. 
If 
this is true, then he will be killing two 
birds with one stone, in that he will be 
supervising the work in the orchard, 
and will be supplying a trained man for 
the most important part of 
the 
work. 
The rancher could get his training by 
attending a few lessons in fumigating 
in the summer. 


"With ranchers as their own genera­ 
tors we can be reasonably assured that 
a thorough job of fumigation will be 
done. 
It will mean the loss of a few 
nightH of sleep, but will also moan the 
gaining with surety of a crop. 
Such a 
serious look into the future I believe 
we owe, not only to ourselves and the 
industry, but to the general scheme of 
practical preparedness with which to 
maintain the fighting sinew of our ar­ 
mies. 
The great and most convincing 
response of Southern California to the 
call for war funds, can only be re­ 
peated, except we continue to prosper 
in our business, and upon intelligent la­ 
bor in the orchard rests our prosperity.

OF FRENCH FRONT 


Nancy, Easter Sunday, 1018. 
Dear Father: 


I have been to Nancy on permission 
over the week-end. 
When 1 got back 
this afternoon I found that orders for 
ten observers to go to the front with 
French escadrilles, had arrived. We will 
get out some time tomorrow. 
We are 
going up to a busy part of the line, 
where there has always been lots 
of 
action. 
With the big offensive 
on in 
full force we are anxious to get going, 
and do what we can in the big show. 
Tomorrow we go down and draw gas 
masks and tin hats. 


There are big things happening here 
now, and we all watch the communiques 
anxiously. Often we get the radio com­ 
muniques from Paris and Berlin. 
Of 
course you get them in the papers. 
We 
hardly expected the Germans to make 
such a big advance as they have. 


In the place where I am going I ex- 
•pect to be flying over American troops 
in action. I t is going to look good to 
see our men doing their part.

lota of men going back and forth from 
the lines with their full equipment.

don't talk to anyone now who is luke­ 
warm on the business. 


This hotel where I stopped in Nancy 
has certainly had a charm with it so 
far.

INTERESTED C0V1NA RANCHERS 
WATCH SUCCESSFUL FORD TRACTOR 


It was certainly an interested bunch 
«f citrus ranchers that gathered dur­ 
ing the afternoon .of last Saturday at 
the Koselands ranch of George \V. Grif­ 
fiths, and watched the demonstration of 
the Ford tractor attachment. 
In the 
course of the afternoon there were over 
200 men who came and went and kept 
coming, while two machines were busy 
pulling discs in the orange grove. Grif­ 
fiths also had his Buick tractor on ex­ 
hibition, which has been made 
with 
the same attachment on an old Buick 
car. The L. A. Auto Tractor Company, 
of which Comer & Spring are the gen­ 
eral sales agents, are putting out this 
• attachment preferably for Ford cars, 
but there are several men, like George 
Griffiths, who have utilized other sec- 
•ond-hand cars for the work. For the 
moBt part, however, the attachment is 
more desirable for the Ford, because 
the Ford car is cheaper, and Ford parts 
can be obtained at all times. 


THE ORCHARD FORD. 


The "short-coupled" model of the 
L. A. Auto tractor, which is now a 
factory-manufactured 
machine, is the 
one that takes the eye of the Tancher, 
as it is compact, and gets around any­ 
where in the grove, and is within rea­ 
son in'price and upkeep. Its height is 
only 54 inches, which makes it yjossible 
to work in and out and around fruit 
trees. Every wearing part is enclosed 
and dust-proof. The bull driving gears 
are enclosed and kept free from dust 
by a new device which is one of the 
•patents in connection with 
the ma­ 
chine. The exhaust from the engine, 
instead of being in the rear in the 
•usual manner, is enclosed in the drum 
of one of the driving wheels, and when 
the engine is working is continually 
blowing outward from the interior of 
tho 
drum, 
thus 
"blcwing 
the 
dust 
away from the gears." 
The enclosed 
exhaust also works for one of the least 
noisy tractor arrangements on the mar 
ket. It is certainly something to the 
rancher to be able to ride a machine 
that is not popping off all day like a 
boiler factory. 


A small oil tank feeds heavy oil to 
the gears while the engine is running, 
No dust can get to the oil, as it is in 
a tight case, and there is a piece of 
felt packing that fits snug to the in 
terior (Jf. the driving ease in such a way 
that no dust can penetrate. Added to 
these precautions is the new device of 
the -interior exhaust which blows out 
ward. 
A dust 
filter 
is furnished 
to 
clean the air entering the cylinders, 
keeping the 
cylinders 
from 
wearing 
from dust and sand. 


The tractor has a Ford motor, Ford 
transmission, and is in fact a Ford 
throughout, 
excepting 
the 
tractor 
wheels, cooling system, an.d new ex­ 
haust 
device 
This (means that 
the 
rancher can get Ford parts immediately 
and anywhere, which can't be said of 
any other make of tractor. 
The com­ 
plete short-coupled tractor weighs but 
1500 pounds, and is sold for $750 f.o.b. 
Los Angeles. It is guaranteed to do 
the work of four horses in less time 
than horses, and, at least 
one-quarter 
tho cost. 
The company is manufactur­ 
ing these tractors on the basis of de­ 
livery within thirty days. Some orders 
may be filled much sooner than this, but 


the thirty day clause is used in order 
to prevent disappointment., 


FORD RUNABOUT. 
Together 
with 
the 
short-coupled 
tractor tho company also demonstrated 
the attachment that fits onto a Ford 
runabout 
machine, or any Ford 
car, 
and which can be detached in a few 
minutes in order to utilize the car on 
the road. This attachment js valuable 
to the rancher or company that must 
have an interchangeable machine. Both 
these cars not only do the work effi­ 
ciently, but there is more comfort for 
the driver, which is a feature not to be 
overlooked. Front wheel bands are put 
on, making it easy to steer in 
soft 
ground. The radiator of the tractor is 
an aeroplane radiator, which is an en­ 
tirely 
different 
and 
advanced 
idea. 
Ranchers should inspect this radiator 
personally, as it is difficult of descrip­ 
tion. 


The agency is to be handled exclu­ 
sively in this district by E. G. Hotch- 
kiss of the Reliable garage in Covinn, 
who is the Ford agent for the valley. 
He has thoroughly equipped his garage 
to make over second-hand Fords into 
these tractors, and will do the work on 
short time. 
The second-hand Ford is 
going to be valuable in this vulley for 
this purpose. %In speaking of the atti­ 
tude of the federal government in the 
matter of tractors, Mr. Hotchkiss said 
this week: 


"Federal reserve banks are to redis­ 
count notes secured by the farm trac­ 
tor, the United States department of 
agriculture 
announces. 
Instructions 
have been issued by the federal reserve 
board to all federal reserve banks, au 
thorizing them to rediscount 
tractor 
paper presented by any member bank, 
providing it has maturity not exceed 
ing six months and the tractors arc 
purchased for agricultural purposes. In 
other words, notes given for tractors 
will be treated in the same manner as 
other agricultural paper, making it eas 
icr for farmers to buy tractors when 
needed."
